“In the interest of this bill I would 
respectiully request such informa- 
tion as you make have relative to the 
establishment aud maintenance of na 
tional normal schools in European 
countries, and your ideas as to what 
should be the leading features of the 
proposed bill. Would be obliged if 
you would ;repare an outline of a bill 
which would receive your support. 
This is a matter in which all of the 
prominent educators of this country 
are interested.
